If allowance is 
made for a possible 55,000 to 60,000 commercial cars 
which were sold this month and with passenger car sales 
topping the April total of 370,000 units, and then deduct- 
ing the export and Canadian production from the esti- 
mate of 485,000 units, there will be little or no increase in 
dealer stocks this month in spite of the continued heavy 
production rate.

Of this 
total 245,696 went into the United States domestic market 
and 45,914 were export. Commercial car registrations in 
the domestic market during the first four months of the 
year are estimated roughly at 200,000, leaving a margin 
between production and registrations during the first 
four months of only 45,696 units. In this connection also 
the introduction of some truck lines did not take place 
until about Jan. 1, and stocks in dealer’s hands were not 
as complete as in the case of passenger cars.

Total 
output for the week ending May 30 is estimated at 109,359, 
compared to 110,779, the revised total for the week ended 
May 23. This decline seems pretty well distributed 
through the entire list of manufacturers although some, 
notably Buick, Dodge and Packard, showed increases 
last week. Chevrolet output remained unchanged for the 
final week in May and Ford and Plymouth have each 
reduced their schedules about 500 units. Oldsmobile has 
slowed its pace and produced some 600 units less than 
during the previous week. Pontiac. which during the 
week of May 16 put out 5,256 cars, has scheduled only 
4,200 for the final week of May. Hudson-Terraplane has 
reduced its schedule by 75 cars while Nash-LaFayette 


baker, Chrysler and De Soto have all trimmed their sails 
to the extent of 100 units a week or more. The remaining 
independent producers have not changed their status 
much and their output fluctuates considerably as dealer 
demand for cars is encountered. The production outlook 
for May is that the original estimate of 500,000 units was 
too optimistic and that when the final tabulations are in, 
the May total will stand at between 485,000 and 490,000 
cars and trucks.

Sales revisions. As additional states report, in- 
Estimate dications of the month’s total have been 
Boosted consistently revised upward. The first 

April passenger car estimate, based on 
eight states, was 345,000 to 350,000 units. Last week, 


with 27 states reporting, this estimate was boosted to 
360,900. Now, with 40 states already in and totaling 
273,445 units, this estimate comes in for a further lift, 
this time to a point in excess of 370,000 units, somewhere 
between 370,000 and 375,000. The 40 states thus far re- 
ported, last year, accounted for 73 per cent of the total 
April registrations. On this basis, an estimate of ap- 
proximately 374,500 passenger car registrations for the 
full month seems likely. As a double check on this fig- 
ure, the states not yet reported last year accounted for 
84,358 units. States thus far reported indicate a registra- 
tion increase of approximately 16 per cent. Basing an 
estimate on a 15 per cent gain, the states yet to report
